Four Blood Types Determined After 
Testing Students in Science Department 



To provide Genevieve Green with 
first-hand experience in typing 
blood before addressing the stu- 
dent body concerning plasma banks, 
ten girls in the biological depart- 
ment subjected themselves to blood 
tests. 

Of the girls whose blood was 
tested, Barbara Dwyer, Nan Mur- 
phy, Mary Louise Hornbeek, Mar- 
gery Connor, and Patsy Spurrier 
had Type 4, the most common, and 
the type of 45 per cent of the 
people. Kathleen Kennalley was 
found to have Type 1, the rarest 
of the four types, and found in 
only 5 per cent of the population. 

Genevieve Green was Type 3, and 



♦ Martha Goldschmidt and Pauline 
Oaks, Type 2. Forty percent of the 
people are Type 2, while only 10 
percent are Type 3. 

After the blood tests were taken, 
a drop was added to each of the 
serum types. After mixing and 
| standing for twenty minutes the 
| blood was examined under the mi- 
croscope and the type was deter- 
mined from the clumping or lack 
of clumping in the cells. No clump- 
ing shows Type 4; clumping in all 
cells, Type 1: clumping in two. Type 
3; and clumping in 3, Type 2. 

The testing was done under the 
direction of Miss Muriel McKeon, 
science instructor.

That the seal on 
the cornerstone of Donnelly Hall 
was designed by Miss Mary Eliza- 
beth Finney, Saint Teresa alumna, 
who selected the open book to rep- 
resent Saint Teresa of Avila, patron 
of the college. The 
book is inscribed 
with the motto of 
the school, “Deo 
Adiuvante Non Ti- 
mendum”. 

Saint Joseph’s em- 
blem, the lily, is 
carved above the book. Because 
the Sisters of Saint Joseph of Car- 
ondelet are consecrated to the Most 
Holy Trinity and are placed under 
the protection of the Holy Family, 
a triangle, symbolic of the Holy 
Trinity, and a trefoil, symbolic of 
the Holy Family, are circumscribed 
about the book. 

That the cornerstone holds within 
its confines a metal box containing 
a picture of the Sacred Heart, one 
of Saint Joseph, another of the 
Blessed Virgin, and one of his Ex- 
cellency, Most Rev. Edwin V. O’Hara, 
D.D., bishop of Kansas City; several 
medals, a copy of The Register, the 
Kansas City Star, The Teresian, The 
Gleam, (student publication pre- 
ceding The Teresian). A list of 
names of the original community of 
Sisters who came to Saint Teresa 
in 1910, as well as a compilation of 
the names of the community resid- 
ing at Saint Teresa’s at the time of 
the ground-breaking for Donnelly 
Hall, is included in the container.
